Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

Sir, —  In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  existing 
ordinance,  the  Board  of  Assessors  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

For  convenience  of  assessment,  and  as  authorized  by  chap¬ 
ter  115  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1889,  which  provides  that  the 
assessors  may  “divide  any  ward  .  .  .  into  convenient 

assessment  districts,  ”  the  twenty-five  wards  of  the  city  are 
divided  into  forty-six  districts  —  five  of  them  into  three  each, 
eleven  of  them  into  two  each,  and  nine  are  undivided. 

The  several  assessment  districts,  and  the  wards  of  which 
they  are  a  part,  together  with  the  names  of  the  first  and 
second  assistant  assessors  assigned  to  each  of  said  districts, 
are  shown  in  an  appendix  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

Tax  Warrants. 

Warrants  for  the  assessments  of  taxes  in  the  City  of  Bos¬ 
ton  for  the  financial  year  commencing  February  1,  1909, 
were  received  by  the  Board  of  Assessors  as  follows :

The  Board  of  Assessors  received  a  state  warrant  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  chapter  488;  Acts  1895,  and  chap¬ 
ter  453,  Acts  1901,  and  any  and  all  acts  in  addition  and 
amendment  thereto,  entitled  “  An  Act  to  Provide  for  a  Metro¬ 
politan  Water  Supply,*”  amounting  to  $1,862,823.42.  This 
amount  was  not  wholly  included  in  the  amount  upon  which 
the  rate  of  taxation  was  based,  as  the  estimated  income  of  the 
Water  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston  was  sufficient  to 
meet  $1,703,823,42  of  .the  expenditure  and  the  balance 
($159,000)  was  raised  by  taxation. 

Poll  Tax  Assessments. 

The  number  of  polls  recorded  for  assessment  before  August 
21,  1909,  and  included  in  the  estimate  that  determined  the 
rate  of  taxation  for  the  current  year  was  189,539.  Under 
the  operation  of  the  law  providing  for  supplementary  assess¬ 
ment  of  omitted  male  persons,  liable  to  assessment,  there 
were  added  to  the  list  89  polls,  making  the  total  number  of 
males  assessed  189,628.

The  warrant  states  that  of  the  .assessment  for  a  metropolitan  water  supply 
($1,862,823.42),  $410,584.39  is  for  sinking  fund,  $1,101,088.38  is  for  interest,  $351,150.65 
is  for  maintenance. 
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The  valuation  can  be  increased  11,224,900  for  bank  stock 
assessed  at  the  several  rates  of  the  places  where  the  banks 
are  located,  as  the  Tax  Commissioner  of  the  Commonwealth 
credits  the  City  of  Boston  with  the  stock  held  by  its  citizens 
in  Massachusetts  banks  located  outside  that  city.  It  may  be 
further  increased  by  $77,120,900  on  account  of  holdings  by 
citizens  of  Boston  in  Massachusetts  corporations. 

These  valuations  are  determined  by  taking  the  amount 
paid  by  the  Commonwealth  to  the  city  during  the  financial 
year  on  account  of  corporate  taxes  assessed  as  of  the  first 
day  of  May  of  that  year.  The  totals  are  underestimates,  as 
the  collection  extends  beyond  the  year  in  which  taxes  are 
assessed,  and  a  small  proportion  of  their  total  sum  is  paid 
over  to  the  city  with  the  assessments  of  subsequent  years. 

As  the  revenue  from  these  sources  is  always  estimated 
before  the  amount  to  be  raised  by  taxation  is  determined,  the 
effect  of  the  valuation  of  this  property  in  reducing  the  rate 
of  taxation  is  the  same  as  though  its  amount  was  included  in 
the  assessors’  aggregate  and  the  taxes  were  assessed  by  them.

The  rate  of  taxation  needed  to  raise  the  amount  of  the 
several  warrants,  and  the  overlay  authorized  by  section  55 
of  chapter  12  of  the  Revised  Laws,  was  determined  by  the 
assessors  to  be  1.65  per  cent,  or  $16.50  per  $1,000;  of  this 
rate  $2.40  was  for  state,  $1.10  for  county  and  $13  for  the 
city  tax.

The  Boston  Elevated  Railway,  and  all  railways  now 
owned  or  operated  by  it,  are,  for  twenty-five  years  from  June 
10,  1897,  exempt  from  the  action  of  this  statute,  but  said 
railways  pay,  under  chapter  500  of  the  Acts  of  1897,  a  very 
similar  tax  to  the  Commonwealth,  which  tax  is  distributed 
by  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonw'ealth  among  the  cities  and 
towns  in  which  said  railroads  operate.  Boston’s  proportion 
of  this  tax  is  $74,218.72. 

There  was  also  credited  to  the  City  of  Boston  by  the  treas¬ 
urer  of  the  Commonwealth  the  sum  of  $359,309.62,  being 
the  city’s  share  of  franchise  tax  on  street  railways  under 
chapter  14,  of  the  Revised  Laws.
